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Though last winter the war hindered the continuance of excavations, it is hoped they 
will be resumed, s0 soon as the position is more settled, with assistants who are not required 
in Government service. Meanwhile the volumes for 191g 0 Lahun and Harageh are delayed 
by various causes; and, in lieu of the usual volumes on excavation for 1915, subscribers here 
receive a work cn the scarabs in University College, with over 2,000 illustrations of objects 
bearing royal and private names.

His offer also, in two official enquiries, to take the work of other 
men in public service, has been refused. The printing of this volume has been left to be 
produced entirely as deferred work, only taken up to level the output of the printers and 
plate-makers; thus equalising the conditions of labour, without employing more workers than 
fare otherwise needed. The splendid early volunteering of over 250 men frum the frm of 
printers, shows that they do not hesitate at complying with the national requirements. Great 
delays in printing have necessarily occurred, and it is doubtful if volumes beyond this, and 
that on Tools, can be issued ull ater the war.

‘A considerable part of the illustrations were

ouble of the present amount, The drawings of 
tacks were abo partly done then, and the clasi- 
fication of the typex In the last two years the 
collection—aow largely increased—has been worked 
‘op to date, andthe text complete and rearranged 
{o suit the present form of poblcation, Tn this

4 Tuar various Kinds of bectle were venerated 
in Exypt ftom prehistoric times is early proved, 
both from the preserved animals, and from the 
mages of them. So far back as a, 55, in the 
farller part of the second prehistoric dilation, 
{wo jars in a grave contained numerous dried 
bectes (grave w 528, Dispos). Rather later, in 
0. 6, a grave (2234) contained ajar with seatab 
beetles Of the same age another grave (8 217) 
contained jar with dozens of large desert beetlen, 
and an immense quantity of small beetle Another 
rave, undated (8-17), had thitysix beetles 
a jar 

Not only are the did animals thas found, bat 
the intention with which they” were ured i 
vouched for, by the models of betes pierced to 
tbe worm as amulets, At Nagudeh two beetles of 
sen serpentine were found, of prehistoric age, 
copied fom the Tong bright green beetle now 
found living in the Sudan (Naqude, Wa), Other 
beetles of the same Kind ent in sad, and one in 
aystal, have been found in graves at Tarkhan, 
about ‘sin. (Sequence Date) 77-8. Ta another 
rave (1552), of 0. 77, was a group of anmlets 
‘with two desert beetles eat in opaque grec set 
Pentine. OF S77 abo, was a translucent green 
serpentine beetle foun in the lowest level of the 
‘town of Abydos (4B. i i, 7) Slightly later, but 
Delore the ist dynasty, was another tong beetle 
found inthe temple of Abydos (4B. i, 3, 38) 
OF so, 78, just before Mena, there is the most 
striking instance of a teliquary case, to be worn a8 
charm, made of alabaster inthe form ofthe tre 











fof designs upon it? It was certainly 
‘venerated, as shown by the 


‘expecially the amulet case or reiquary in the form, 
(of Scarahacas sacer. It was, by the same examples, 
‘catainly worn as an amulet. This being the ease, 
‘we have no right to dissociate it from the very 
[primitive idea which we find eonnected with it in 
Inter times, that the sun is the big ball rolled across 
the heaven by the Creator, and hence the scarab is 
an emblem of the Creator, Khepera. The scarab 
Js figured with the dise of Ra in its claws in the 
xxith, xviith, and later dynasties, Such a syn 
olism is assuredly primitive, and would not arite 
after the anthropomorphic gods filled the religion 
of Egypt; moreover Khepera is called "the Father 
of the Gods” (Lasaoxe, D, Mit, eccxxx), This 
symbatism of the beetle is a part of the primaeval 
animal worship of Egypt. The

On turing from the material remains to the 
inscriptions, we find that the importance of the 
scarab emblem was transferred from the Creator 
{0 the soul which is to be united 0 him. Tn the 
Pyramid texts it is said, “This Unas fet like a 
bird and alighteth like a beetle upon the throne 
‘which is empty in thy boat, © Ra," Teta is said 
to" live like the searab,"Pepy is" the son of the 
searab which is born in Hotept 

The searab alo passed to the other gods a8 a 
‘creative emblem. Ptah Sokir has the scarab on 
bis bead wo allo Ka, “father of the gods" has 
‘2 searab on his frog's head. Horapollo refers to 
Pra having a searab, 

‘5. Weare now in a position to see the Egyptian 
dea which undalay the immense popularity of 
this form in historic times. We need not suppose 
that the original amuletic purpose and theoogie 
allusion ruled entirely; mere habit of association 
was perhaps all that was commonly in the thoughts, 
We know uw in Chistian times the crnss was 
popularised, and was used so incessantly that at 
last a higher vale had to be attached to the emblem 
by forming the crucifix, in order to renew the 
solemnity of it. In somewhat the same spirit, 
after the scarab had become too familiar in common 
‘ase, it was resanctfied in the xviith dymasty by 
Deing carved in a very large size, with a purely 
religions text upon it, and placed in a frame upon 
the breast of the dead. On this frame itis often 
shown as adoted by Inis and Nebhat. Tt is said 
to be the heart of Iss, who was the mother of the

dead person, thus identified with Horus: to be 
the heart which belonged to the transformations 
‘or becomings of bis foture life, in order to give 
Sovunvines to his ibs; and to be the chars which 
should ensure his jusiication in the judgment. 
Such were the high religious aspects of the scarab 
in the later times, removing it from the almost 
contemptuous familiarity to which it had been 
degrade, asthe vehicle of seals and petty oraarent. 

‘On yasing to the xvid dymsty and Later, 
we see the winged scarab placed on the breast of the 
‘mummy, asthe emblem of the Creator wi shoul 
transform the dead: and associated always with 
the four sons of Horus, as guacdians of special 
parts of the body. 

From this time, and specially from the xxvith 
to the axath dynasties, many searabs were placed 
‘on the mummy. usually a row of hall a dozen or 
‘more, along with figures of the gos. Such searabs 
ave almort always carved with the les beneath, 
tnd are never insribe 

‘On reaching gnostic times we sce on amulets 
three sarabs in a row, as emblems of the Trinity, 
with three hawks as souls of the just Before them, 
and three crocodiles, Uhrce siakes, ete, as souls 
‘ofthe wickel driven away bend them (sce Avett, 
145). Thus the function of the sarab as emblem 
cf the Creator Khepera. was transfered, and it 
‘ecame in triple group the emblem of the Trinity. 

(6. Turning to the documents of that age, there 
tare descriptions which throw much light on the 
way in which it was venerated. Phy says of the 
searabaeus, “The peopl of a great part of Egypt 
‘worship those inseets as divinities; an usage lor 
‘which Apion ives a curious reason, asserting 
as he does, by: way of justifying the rites of his 
tation, that the iect in its operations pictures 
the revolution of the sun" (xxx, 30) Morapollo 
(30) expins this allusion, saying thatthe sarab 

rolls the bal from east Co west, looking hina 
toward the east. Having dug a hole, he buries 
{init for twenty-eight days on the twenty-ninth 
day he opens the ball, and throws it into the water, 
‘and from it the searabaci come forth." This de 
teription applies to the most usual place for the 
fearabaeus insect, the western dexrt edge. There 
‘we may frequently sce the scarab rolling its ball 
‘oward the tise of sand to bury it, and holding it 
Detween the hind tegs, pushing backward with its 
face to the east. The stme description is given by 
Plutarch (sis and Osiris, 74)

‘The purely utilitarian view of the searab as a 
seal was true enough in some instances: but the 
facts of its actual use show that this was not the 
main purpose, even if we tad not the use of 
‘vouched for as a sacred amulet in the earbest, as 
in the latest, times. In the first place, the searabs 
were originally nearly all ccated with glaze, which 
has since perished fYor the majerty, leaving. the 
lines clea, Bot, when the ghue remains, we see 
that a large part of the Hines were so filled wil 
fhe that no impresion could be taken from 
them, As to the actual we for sealing, we 
know of very few instances of sich except in the 
nth dynasty ; hanily any scarab sealings of the 
xeiliith to xxvith dynasties are found, although 
fearabs were commonest at that age. For signets 
it would be required that the mame and tide of 
the person shoul appear, as on many that are 
knoven, Yet such natno-searabs of private persons 
are very rare, except in the Middle Kingdom, and 
‘even these are Dut a small minority of all that 
were made, Further, thove with kings’ names 
fare, in some cases, later than the rulers whom 
Hey mame, and could not therefore be used for 
oficial seals, but must reler to the claim on the 
Protection afforded by the deemsed king t0 the 
‘wearer, lke the medals of saints worn by the devout. 
‘A somewhat similar, change of usage is seen in 
feylinders of the laie prehistoric age. Though 
‘cut in one of the softest materials, black steaite, 
itis seldom that they show any wear. They can 
‘never have been eatried on the person in most cases = 
few that have been so wed are so mich worn 
‘be seareely legible, and even bard scarabs 
times show much wear if they have been 
‘on the finger, owing to the prevailing grit 
nd sand. ‘The subjects generally engraved on

are the seated figure with a table of offeringe—as 
fon Memphite tomb steles subsequently, or the 
aakia bind, emblem of the soul—as en.

Apart then from any question of the 
reading of these eylinders, the subjects show that 
they are funerary in character. The absence of 
weir upoa them shows that they were not usually 
carried daring life, but were engraved (0 place a 
amulets with the dead, Thus the cylinder—tke 
the scarab—was essentially an amulet, and usually 
for the dead. Subsequently the titles were added, 
‘and then the eylinder developed in the ist dynasty 

0 an article of daily aliairs. We should note 
the contrast that while hundreds or thousands of 
impresions of the business cylinders are known, 
boat scarcely a single actual eylinder; yet, om the 
‘contrary, over a hundred early eylinders of the 
funerary type are known, but not a single impress 
sion of such. The complete contrast of usage 
shows tat the easly eylinders were entirely diferent 
{in purpose to the businesseylindersf the ist dynasty 
and onward, 








CHAPTER 11 
"THE VARIETIES OF SCARABS 


|S We live already seen that the Egyptian 
fully recognised several varietis of beetle, all 
included in the sacred class, Doth among the 
animals preserved, and asyng the diferent kinds 
‘described by authors, the variation fs unquestion- 
able. When we turn to the artifical figures of 
scarabs, we find a similar varity. Not only are 
there great diferences in the wrkmanship, and in 
ibe attempt at imitating nature, but the models 
that were followed were clarly quite distinc 
Having started ftom many varying models the 
‘conventional types naturally tended to become cone 
fosed and parts copied from diflerent genera were 
smixed together. In the same way the Egyptians 
tmixed elements of the papyrus and lotus together 
in their architectural forms. To gain any rational 
‘casiication of the various types, it is necessary fo 
follow the various genera separately. Yet this 
‘must not be done slavishly; as, owing to the 
‘mixture of forms, it is often needful to fllow some 
fone detail as a means of clear chssifcation, even 
‘hough it may run across two or three genera, 
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‘The designs of scarabs are generally wnigue 
Common as may’ be the searabs ef say one Bing, 
yet itis very seldom that an exact daplirate can 
te found of the name and With ‘The backs are 
cqually varied, and sekiom will a drawing of one 
Scarab represent a second specimen efficiently. Te 
isonly when endeavouting to make a set of type 
drawings for reference, at the extreme varity 
of detail can be realised 

‘One of the fest conserations i arranging any 
fcheme of clasifcation of types for tlerence.

CHAPTER ID 
THE AUAKING OF SEARABS 
Materials 


15, Tue usual material is variously termed 
steuchist, brows steatite, or schist, TE varies in 
quality from a smooth, translucent steatite to a 
hard, Gbrous schist. Ail kinds fave the valoable 
Property of being superticially hardened by the 
fusion of a glaze over the surface: thus after the 
‘coat of ghize has entirely deoompesed and perished, 
the fice of the stone remains plasehard. The 
result seems to be due to part of the magnesia of 
‘the stone combining with the silica of the glaze, 
‘hus changing the surface from soft soapstone to 
hard magnesia-hoenblende. This materlal is. 0 
{general fr searabs that i is not specified separately 
to cach in the catalogue; 0, where only a colour 
ie named, it means glaze of that colour upon a 
steaite oF schist body. 

16, Various other materials were occasionally 
‘used for searabs: the dynasties in which I have 
‘buerved examples arehere stated after each material. 
Cleae quarte crystal is rarely used (sith, xxvith) 
‘white quarts rock is also rare (sith): blue glazing 
fon quartz was made in the prehistoric age and 
‘niward, and used for searabs (in with): translucent 
free quarts is very rare (sxiid); chaledony ts 
‘very rare (ist) and agate was seldom wed (xxvith}; 
Amethyst began to be wsed in xth or xith, but i= 
pearly all of ith, and rarely of aint 

Carnelian began to be used in xith, but is 
‘most usual in xviith and xixth. Jasper of various 
colours was employed : red in xixth, yellow in 
Sviith and xxvith, green in xith, xith, Brown in 
Sith and xevith, and black in sith, sith, xvith. 

‘Felspar was usually green, and its source is 
fs yet unknown. It has no relation to beryl or 
mother of emerald," with which itis often com 
fused, Tt was used in sith, xith, xviith, xxvith, 
‘Red felspar was used in with, sixth, Beryl or 
‘emerald is unknown in scarabs, and was only worked 
after the cesation of scarab making. 

‘Black obsidian was a favourite material for fine 
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work in sith, but is very rare later (ninth), Diorite 
is rare (mith, sth), Peridot occurs once (xvith). 
‘Serpentine was occasionally ted, and is mainly late. 
Black steatite was the usual material for early 
cylinders, down to the vth dynasty, aul sometimes 
ter (vilith to xxind), This is the natural 
colour of the stone, and is not due to smoke, as 
fas been strangely supposed. Jade was used for 
large heart scarabs (aixth), but seldom—if ever— 
for small mame-scarabs. As the use of this material 
tas been doubted, it should be said that it has 
ben mineralogical identified by all ests, specially 
specie gravity. Basalt was rarely used, the brown 
Bind is seen i the eylnder of Kbutu, What is 
vsually termed "green baralt is really a metas 
smorphic Yokanic mud, much like slate in com- 
Fenian Dut not Jo fracture: as there is no recog 
ised mame for st, T have termed it Durie (bu 
Amul). This is very usual for beset scarabs,

1X has no connection with malachite (which bas 
been cenfounded with it owing to both occurring 
in Sion: of the later I have only seen cne scarab, 
tuninseribed. Haewnatite was wry rarely wed for 
engraving, probably always under Syrian inven, 

‘Limestones were favourite materials inate ties, 
‘the hard culvared varetis green, yellow, rea, and 
brown, appearing in the Sate ages, The pure 
calcite, ot Leeland spar, was far too volt for Wear 
(hough called“ ghie-hard” ina recent work), 
And it nly ccears ia a cylinder of Pepy, lll with 
ble paste, and bere (18°9°166) in a lage bead of 
aqocen Taiy. Tt was used for beads in aaiind, 
Zilrd, Shelly brown limestone occurs in abont 
sath dynasty, and xviith, 

‘Of metal, gold scarabs rarely appear in xvith, 
and inscribed gold plates were applied to plain 
Stone searabs in xith. Silver appears for scarabs 
fn ith (scroll patterns), xviith (silver plate of 
‘Akbenaten) and. sxvith (Shepenapt). Bronze is 
very unusual, but there i ene here of xxth. 

17. Glass frst appears a a ight blue iitation 
of turquoise, used for an cat of Amenbetep 1; 
after tht, clear toe and opaque violet glass scarabs 
Appear in xviith, and dark blue glass in xisth. 
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‘A sich Prussian blue transparent glass was used 
about xed, and om to Persian times. Glazing 
‘was the most usual surface for scarabs, of all 
colours, as stated in this catalogue throughout 
‘The blue glazes were very liable to fade away 10 
white under theinfuence of damp: thegreen glazes, 
‘whieh contain some iron, decompose to brown of 
varying depth, which is the commonest appearance 
fof searabs, Coloured paste begins in the sith as 
Tight blue, hagd and tively finished, Ue &» darker 
{in avilith, xiath, and very common as a solt paste 
in xxvith, A soft yellow paste was alto weil ia 
xwvith. 

Pottery searabs were made of the wsual siliceous 
paste, bound together by a coat of glaze; they 
were incised in the aiith and xxvith, but olten 
moulded in xviith, xixth, Under Saptal they 
‘were made in two moulds, back and face; the 
groove for the hole was eut, and the two halves 
Joined together, and united in the glazing. Ushabtis 
were albo made in the same way. 

‘Wood is very rare; but there isa large wooden 
scarab here (12°25), & wooden seal (125:35), and 
‘a delicate scroll pattern seal of hare wood (all with). 
Fowl wood is once found wed fora searab (xixth?) 
Amber was rarely used, ut two searabs (0) which

Engrasing 

14, Though the surface of steatite is rendered 
flasshard by the action of glaze being fused upon 
it, the interior of the mass is quite unaltered by 
the heit to which it has been subjected. On 
broken scarabs and objects it is found that an 
ordinary bronze ncelle of the xviith dynasty can 
cut into the steatte freely: on the schist it is more 
ficult to work, the siliceous particles glint the 
‘metal, but yet ines can be eut with suificient ease 








‘dynasty, hardened copper in the earlier ages, and 
posibly Hint splinters, would readily do the work. 

‘The question ofthe hard stones is quite diferent. 
We know certainly that sawing and drilling of 
‘granite with copper tools and emery was practised 
‘on the largest scale in the ivth dynasty. Copper 
‘and emery were familiar materials from prehistoric 
‘times, and such would suffice for dealing with all 
the materials used for searabs. The forms of the 
tools can only be inferred from the results, as no 
such tools have been found.

The 
Dreseat renderings given here are eoly a frst 
Attempt; and for the detailed reasons of the read- 
ngs, reference should be made to the prebisinary 
articles in Ancient Egyft, 1914, pp. 61-77, 2015 
PP.

historic Egyptian valued words even more; he 
Delieved in creation by the word, the greatest of 
intentions was supposed to take effect only through 
spoken words; no object really existed without a 
name, the word gave it reality ; plays upon words 
‘meant to his mind a hidden conaceticn between the 
realtion named, Tt is therefore to be expected:

course of ages, and fine fissures vein the surface, 
These fissures are the absolute guarantee of anti 
quity, as at the signs, which 
‘ould aot now be eat without breaking up the so 
‘The cylinder was found at Gizeh, probably in the 
tomb of an eiicial which was opened just before 1 
ought it. The seal was apparently intended for 
sealing documents and produce belonging to the 
‘endowments of the great pyramid. 

The piece of a lange alabaster vase of Khufu 
(4:26) bought at Koptos; it doubtless belonged 
9 the furniture ofthe temple there. The plummet 
‘of hard limestone (42:7) 1 obtained at Gizeh 
probably it was ied by workmen of Khufu, 

Vi, ix. The scarabs of Khotra are commoner 
than those of Khufu. There are twenty.two nov

‘be equally clearly attributed 10 Menkaura ; those 
‘with the inscription Ra-men-ka probably belonged 
mostly to the age of Menkara the vassal of Shabaka

The Zedefra sexrab is probably a 
forgery; but condemned scarabs have +0 often 
been proved to be ancient by similar ones being 
discovered, that unless a searab is of a well-known 
class of forgeries it should be left in suspense. The 
Ravzed scarab appears to be early, and so may be 
ff this reiga. The Shepseskat has the best and 
‘ost naturalistic work on the back, far better than 
anything after the xviith dynasty. The private 
scarab of Hetep-hers shows by the name that it

25, In the vth dynasty the cylinders almost 
superiede the searab, A systematic reserablance is

‘That of Ne-user-ra An appears to be soyal by the 
title "son of Ra"; the large central disc to the 
Ra belongs to this age, as om the tablets of Sabura 
tnd An at Maghara, The eylinder of Zed-ka-ra is 
fixed by the Horus name; the cartouche looks 
more like Zedefra, and was so described by Wiede- 
‘mann (GeichicMte, i, 187) who saw it at Luor 
‘after being lost for some years, T bought it in Cairo. 
‘The metal is a peculiar hard white alloy. The 
‘name on the chert ink-slab, 5°8-2, is lightly incised

27. Reaching the viith dynasty we are in a 
period which was s obscure, that it is very unlikely 
that any attention would be subsequently given tO 
eisoning searabs of this age. The name of Nefer- 
‘kara might refer to Pepy 11, but the stylo—with 
central spot in ra—entively forbids dating so late 
fs the reign of Shabaka, Nekara, who appears in 
the Abydos lst, here appears on another eartouche 
plaque, along with Nub-nebra, who is otherwise 
‘unknows, probably a yasal or suzcrain. The

Nothing in that period is at all comparable with the 
work of these scarabs—such hard-stone scarabs with 
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the reference to an enemy’ of Antef being received 
at Koptos Buta simibir state of things s shown on 
the stele of Zara, who in the xith dynasty under 
Vahvonkh Antel " fought with the house of Kbety 
in the domain of Thinis"” (Qurvek, 17). The Antef 
princes were continually at war with northern 
neighbours, and an enemy being at Keptos docs 
not prove any connection with the Hyksos, and

‘Sixth Dynasty, and then only wery rarely ”(Searabs, 
66g), Me, Hall makes a greater reservation “Blue 
flared steatte scarabs, of rule form and with 
‘oughly geometzieal designs upon their bases, cocur 
contemporancously with the Button-seals (that is 
vith to vilith dynasties}. But the manufacture of 
fine sarab-seals doesnot begin tll the sith dynasty, 
to which period belongs the scarab of Aatshet.. 

‘No contemporary scarab beating the name of 
‘Amenemhat T, the frst king of the siith dynasty, 
is known” (Catalogue of Egyptian Scarabs, xii). 
‘After such sweeping statements, made on the 
alleged ground of styl, itis needfal to bring to- 
‘gether the various facts bearing upon the question,

24) Athird Menkheperra was Nekat I 
ff Psenuthek I (statuette pl liv), With these in 
‘ew it cannot be suid that aay posthumous searabs 
cof Tetatmes U1 were ever made, except those 
Associated with the name of Sety Land Ramessi 11 
(pl xxix, x). When we see, besides the many 
ings who copied the name of Ramessu 1, also 
Unsarken IIT copying Pasebkhanu 1, Peldabast and 
Shabolka copying Pepy Hl, Nekaw L = Tehutimes 11, 
Poemathck M = Neter‘abora (uitth), Psemtbek 1 
and Uahabra = Acab (sith), Naifoarud = Mer- 
‘neplak, Nekhtherlcb = Senusert 1, and Ptolemy 
Il = Sety IL, its impomible to ascribe any searabs 
to re-iowues of earlier kings on the ground of late 
style, however clearly proved. Among the multi- 
tude of petty kings of the xxvth dynasty there may 
Ihave been some wlio took any name of earlier 
times. It is only when ane searab bears a double 
fname, sch as Semusert IIL and Hotshepsut, in an 
age clear of vatal kings, that any certainty of a 
reimge can be settled. Such a group of uniform 
‘searabs a8 those of Kbotra, Kho-nefer-ra (Sobek 
Ietep 111) and Menkbeper-ra (Tehutmes 11), all 
found together by Mr. Quibell (pl li), is alo a 
goad evidence of redisve. In looking, then, at the 
‘arabs of kings before the aiith dynasty we must 
‘remember that proved reissues are very rare, and 
‘were probably connected with historical events; 
that of Senusert IIT, by Hotshepsut and Tehut= 
mes III, refers to the worship of Senusert in the 
temple of Kummeh built by those Inter rulers 
The ens probands therefore lies in all cases upon 
the proof of reissue, and it sat least 100 to x against 
‘such copying.

rogreses, andthe Saite period was noted for the 
Small size and poor work of mit ofits searabs. 
One of Nekaw Il (26-2) isthe only searab which 
could stand by those of Hotshepsut, and even that 
is inferior in the forms of the signs and in the 
work of the back. 

‘Thus, judging by the abundant material with 
positive date, it i futile to ascribe fine work hike 
that of the sith dynasty to the later agen or 10 
‘assign fine circular spirals to the degradation of the 
Xivth or later dynasties. Nor can any bard-stone 
scarabs be found dated between the xiith and 
aviith dynasties, except under the Syrian kings 
Rhenzer and Khondy. The detail and delicacy of 
the work on the back and head of the searab Eoes 
with the work ofthe front, exrepting for a matural- 
{sti revival limited to a very few scarabs of AKhena- 
ten. The certainly dated material—which is the 
conly basis by which to judge—therefore semly

132, The latest group of connected scarabs before 
the aith dynasty is the Rackheper-mub series, of a

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quite simple, On referring to the Backs, it will 
bbe seen that there are two general types, the ela- 
borate head, often with branches on the back, and 
the plainer head (placed below). Those in tbe left 
half are of the Antef group, all of those in the 
right all are of Senusert 1. It is evident that 
both types run across the two columns Each type 
Delangs doubtless to a different centre of work, 
Dut the scarabs of Antet V and Senusert 1 were 
‘obviously made in the same style at both places. 
Tt may be said that these styles were continued 
later, but the fine work of the fronts fs quite un- 
Known later, and bars our placing these in the 
sxlith to xviith dynasties Another dating. point 
fs in the white quartz searab 34-7-1, with rich 
ppeacock-blue glaze. The cutting of hard stone 
fcarabs is practically unknown om any dated 
examples between the rade of the with dynasty 
and the xviith; 1 have none, woe any relerences 
to such in that period. The back of this scarab 
Accords with the early date of it, asi fs beautiflly 
‘worked with curves at the junction of the elytra. 
‘There is nothing Known at all approaching sich 
work after the middle, or evea the beginning, of 
the sith dynasty. 

‘Thus the external evidence of age ofthis group, 
Is rather for its preceding and not succeeding the 
aiith dynasty, Dadames, whose searab 110 is 
like others here, 12°7°6, 12-7:7, placed his mame 
‘amid grafité of Pepy. The searabs of Senusert 1 
in this group indicate that Dadames was near his 
time, in the xith dynasty. 

Tt might be supposed that the symmetric searab

‘An important scarab is the large one with the 
names Senefer-onkh-ra Pepy, This mame is like 
the vilth to vith dynasty King, Nefer-ka-ra Pepy- 
fenb.  Pepy being the most celebrated king of the 
vith dynasty, was copied in the following dymasty, 
just as Amenembot was copied inthe xiith dynasty.

“This isthe most complete veres of the xxth-dynasty 
searabs, and contains most of those that are known 
of Ramesa V-XIL. 

0, Ys. xiv, xlvid, The class of heart searabs 
is here put together, though they probably extend 
‘through the avuith to xxuird dynasties. They are 
‘arranged as neatly as tay be in order of date, 
‘idging from the names and the work. The backs 
‘are drawn un pl. lax, How soon the work became 
formal is shown by the eoarse cutting of one of the 
‘age of Akhenaten found at Riggeh (Riggeh, xvi) 
‘The most notable searab is No.6, of the Aten period, 
showing how the old system was adapted to the 
‘new Aten worship the soul was to be guarded by 
‘Atco, sod to feed from the endowments of the 





temple of Aten: thus the theory of temple endow 
‘ments became changed to a sustentation fund for 
‘the deceased, The scarab 20, of hard green stone, 
‘has been mineralogically proved to be true jae 
bby all tests, especially speciic gravity. This is 
the frst determination of jade from Egypt, and 
carries with {¢ many similar specimens, snchuding 
fone on the Kennard board of amulets.” The type 
of names, Zed-ptah-ait-onkb, ete, shows that the 
series descends to the xxist dynasty oe Inter. A 
fixed point is given by No, 28, for Petpetur; bis 
father was of the household of Setnekht, and this 
‘ates it to about the elose of the xxth dynasty. 

61. Pl, xlix—Of the divided xxist dynasty 
there are’ very few stnall objects, either of the 
‘Tanite or Theban line, The scarab of Nesi-ba-neb 
‘edu, whose cartouche was copied a century Later 
bby Shesheng 1, is fixed to the earlier king by the 
bright groen colour and the work, which resembles 
that of Painezem I. The searab reading Theat 
famen-nebsapt must be of about this period, being 
to delicate for the next three dynasties, and it 
may probably belong (0 the queen Thent amen. 
‘The foundation plaques of Pasebkhonut came from 
Marielte's work at Tani, and 1 obtained them in 
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‘exchange for rarer things of mine kept at the Cairo 
Museum. They are curious for having had the 
cracks in the glaze filled up with blue paste. Of 
‘Sacamen the Scarabs are fairly common, usually 
‘with the twofigures of Amen of Atm seated facing 

the throoe name searabs (25-1, 2,3) are perhaps 
‘more certainly of this king. The eopper plaque 
from Tans also comes from Mariete's work.

63. Tht: earliest pece that we can atteibute to 
the Ethiopian kings is the part of a statuette of 
Panky (25°1). The form of the cartouche is more 
like that of Pankhy than Wke any earker Uae 
mdotra king; and the bluegrey stone ware is 
‘quite unlike anything of the xxiird dynasty, but 
to all appearances of the xxvith dynasty or later. 
Of Kashta there are some scarabs of pottery, all, 
alike, with the name of Amenardas (25°2-1). No 
throne name was known for Kashta, but at this 
period there are scarabs with the name Ravnefer- 
‘nub (252-2, 3). By his titles on these he wasking 
‘of Upper and Lower Egypt: the ram-head of the 
scarab is of the Ethiopian dynasty. The work 
during that dynasty shows continsous decks 
fand the work of this scarab is better than that of 
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Shabska, and therefore presumably of one of his 
redecesors. These facts make it probable that 
Nefer-nub-ra was the throne name of Kashta, 

PL li, Of Amenardas, searabs are very rare 
the pieces here'are a foundation plaque, an watt 
‘eye, and part of an inlay of luli. Shabaka adopted 
the familiar eartouche of Neferkara, and formerly 
many of his objects were wrongly’ attributed 0 
the earlier kings of that name, On the contrary, 
some scarabs are at preset atteibuted to Shabaka 
which may belong to earlier kings (Dirt, Mus, Gi 
22486); 10 far as I have seen Shabaka, Shabataka, 
and liter kings, do not use the ba sign with loops 
for tad, and this may serve to diserinninate the 
‘earlier objects 

‘The fresh style coming in with the Ethiopians fs 
very marked. The work is avich better than any 
thing since Sety Ter Ramessu I, ‘The scarab 
frequently has a rasn’s head (25°3-19 ; 35-5-4) 
the ram on the back (25°33), Another feature 
the kingly sphinx holding a hes vase (253-1, 1 
25°5°3.4). The large coarse beads of glared 
pottery are an innovation (25 5-15, 16; 25 45, 0) 
Little eartouches of glazed pottery are Irequcht 
053-513, 

64. We now reach the age of vasal kings, while 
‘continued to the dedecarchy. From the records of 
Pankhy and Esarhaddon, we see how numerous 
were the petty chiefs, eighteen or twenty, and the 
tale of the breast-plate names twenty-three chiets 
‘Several of these can be identified on searabs ; and 
‘hese lists can by no means sun up every chi 
‘who ruled during sixty years of such divisions, Tt 
is therefore only natural to find many personages 
‘named on scarabs and small objects, who have not 
‘been embalmed in history, 

Mentara appears to have been a vassal of 
Shabaka: on the cylinder (25-3-20) we retd 
Rarmen-ka along with Ra-neler-ka. (Shabaka), 
Om 2-3-2, 35, 24, he calls himself the Horus 
Menkara, not taking’ the ncsud bat or sa 1a ttle of 
aking. He honours Bastet (23,24), and was there- 
fore probably a ruler of Bubastis, ‘There are may 
of this ruler in the British Museum (Cal. 17~ 
33, 34-42, all of the same style). 

‘A son of this later Menkara, or Menkaura, is 
‘named in a pice of a late Book of the Dead in the 
Parma Museum. This was written for the “ seribe 
‘of the divine clerings Zesef‘exn“hia, sen of the 
wnesat deshert Rarmen'tau."" This form of the 
royal title shows that he was a Delta king, and 
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there can be no question lft as to this hate 
fecurenceof the nae 

“The group of Ite reissues of early kings found 
at Saqqara, (QCIMELL, Excavations at Sapgere, 
3995-6, p. 3%, pl xxxvi) of which the sketches 
ate here piven, show the style of late issues. They 
are entirely diferent to the contemporary issues 
of those kings. 

(5. To Pankhy 1 a sarab in the British Museum 
is assigned ; another isin Caio (sketched here), 
which has been hitherto overlooked.

67. PL Iwi. The objects of Nekaw IT are not 
‘cominon, the majority of those known being bere, 
‘The fine scarab 262-1 is the best work known after 
the sixth dynasty, ‘The menat with a private 
edication on the back (26-2:4) is extremely 
‘unuswal,if not wnique. The scarabs of Psertbck 11 
are rather common, and they seem to have been 
made by Greeks for trading purposes. The scarabs 
fof Men-ab-ra (pl lil) must sot be confounded 
‘with these, as is done in some collections, 

‘The searab of Onkh-nesra-nefer-ab is rather 
sspicious in the coluur and appearance; but a 
torger might have more exactly copied the ear- 
touche, which is bere bungled. The bronze stamp 
(263-10) is unquestionable, as also the sealing of 
her sainister Shesbeng. No ther small objects of 
thisqueen areknown. —Apries (Hoo-ab ra, Hophra) 
having the same throne name as Peemthek I, it is 
‘very likely that some of the scarabs with that name 
Delong to the later king, especially those made at 
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Naukratis. Against this is to be set the absence 
fof any scarabs with his personal name, and the 
large number with the name Psemthek. 

‘Under Aohmes IT appears the last signet eylin- 
‘der of Egypt, 26:5-3. His scarabs are wery rare, 
and foundation plaques, mevats, and scalings are 
‘the usual objects. Of Piemthek IIT no objects are 
known, except the scarab 26:6; this appears to 
give his mame, Onkhcka-nesra, abbreviated as 
‘Onkhnesra, 

(68. PL Wil, Rare as scarabs became under the 
xavith dynasty, they disappear entirely under the 
Persians, and only menats and seals are known, 
This bs an evidence of the essentially religious 
character still attached to the searab amulet; for 
were it only sea, it would be as likely to be made 
under the Persians or Ptolemies as under the Saites

169, A few scarabs of the axxth dynasty are

‘Of the Hheper, atl cannot be of the sith dynasty. 
Zeher is only known, in small objects. by the piece 
fof a splendid blue bowl, found in the palace at 
Memphis (jo-2-). Nekbt-herheb is only eepee- 
‘ented by seals and foundation deposits, and no 
searabs are known. 

‘Of the second Persian rule there are no remains, 
large or small, except the jar lid here, ith a rude 
fartouche of Arses, the Arsés of Greek history. 
‘The colour and style of this glazed pottery is 
‘etween that of the sexth and Ptolemaic periods, 
‘exactly what would be expected of the xxxist 
dynasty,
